Referring to FIG. 1, an electronic market 10 is shown. The electronic market 10 includes 


client systems 12 that access a central quote/order collector facility 20. The client systems 12 
can be broker/dealer systems 12a, electronic communication networks (ECN's) 12b, market- 
makers) system(s) 12c, and other exchanges 12d. The connections can use existing Nasdaq® 
protocols such as SelectNet®, Small Order Execution System® (SOES®), and so forth. The client 
systems 12 include a processor, memory and a storage device, e.g., a client workstation or 
\, personal computer (all not shown) that can include a client process to enter quotes/orders into the 


electronic market system. The quote/order collector facility 20 causes the order execution or 
order delivery systems (e.g., SOES® and SelectNet®) to deliver executions or orders to a market 
that is coupled to a clearing system 16 and a reporting system 18. It also causes delivery of 
executions or routing of orders to the ECN's 12c, depending on the status of the ECN, and 
routing of orders to other markets and exchanges 12d. The quote/order collector facility 20 is 
comprised of one or preferably a plurality of server computers generally denoted as 22 including 
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
